iBeter Laui is in town. He arrived 


Saturday, coining direct from Oklahoma. 
He is here looking for a job. He is done 
with Kansas. He is the owner at 320 
acres of land in Stanton county, in that 
unfortunate drouth-stricken, hot-wind- 
swept and Populist-ridden state, and he 
frankly declares that any tnan who has 
any .land in Illinois or has anything to 
do .here, is out of his head if he goes to 
Kansas. Said Mr.Laux in an interview: 
"The crops in Kansas this year will be 
nothing to 20 bushels to the acre; but 
the 20 bushels were gathered before 
the drouth and winds came, three weeks 
ago. The first year 1 put in 40 acres of 
wheat, and the sand storm came and 
wiped me out. JThe next year I put 
in 80 acres, and worked like a slave. It 
promised well, but the drouth killed it 
all, and.I didn't make a cent. This year 
I didn't put in any grain, but if I bad 
done so, the hot winds would have made 
the labor fruitless. A traveling machine 
man told me in Oklahoma that farming 
throughout Kansas this year is a failure. 
and that wheat is being sent out of 
the state at 27 cents a bushel. How 
the unfortunate people of Kansas are 
going to get through the winter is a 
serious problem just now. Those who 
can do so .are leaving the state. A Ger- 
man from Minnesota who went into 
Kansas with $18,000 and bought land 
told me that he could not make enough 
to pay the hired hands and that he was 
losing money every season. An Oil City 
man who has « place in the Sunflower 
state and an oil well in Pennsylvania 
stated that he could not get cars to move

To ride a bicycle it is necessary to 


keep the wheel quite steady; but this is 
not so easy to do if the rider is unsteady 
while mounting. 


About the same rules apply to getting 


off. 
Be steady; do not jump off, but 


step off. Allow the pedal to reach the 
vertical position and step off on the 
side where the * pedal is nearest the 
ground. If women will try to do this 
they will save themselves much tier 
nouiiness. 


I have also noticed that some of our 


riders grasp tho handle very tightly and 
bear 
tho 
weight of the head nnd 


shoulders upon the handle-bars. 
This 


practice causes the rider to become more 
tired than she otherwise would. 
Try it 


yourself and sec if, when you arc bearing 
much weight upon the handle-bars, it is 
not the tendency to press harder on the 
pedals. It seems reasonable, then, that 
you are wasting strength. I have found 
this to be so both in riding myself and in 
teaching others to ride. 
Of course it is 


tiresome to sit in one position for any 
length of time and rest may often be 
afforded by leaning upon the handle- 
bars for a few moments.

"What living creature is. possessed oi 


the greatest bodily strength in propor- 
tion to its size?" was a question askefl 
bv a reader.

horrors which accompanied the historic 
Chicago fire can be cited to compare 
•with the terrible scene* and experi- 
ences in the fiame-hwept region of Pine, 
Kanabec and C'arlton counties of Min- 
nesota, and Kurlett county, Wihconsin. 
At least 400 settlers, their families 
and others Tivere burned to death 
or 
suffocated 
before 
the flames 


reached them, and the death list 
may reach another hundred or more. 
The people of Hinckley, which was 
a prosperous town in Pine county sixty- 
Beven miles *outhwefct of Duluth, are 
now dead or homeless and destitute. 
At a coaficmative estimate 2.10 men, 
women and children of this doomed 
toun were unable to escape from the 
merciless, swiftly-advancing sheets of 
flame. They fell on the railroad tracks 
or on the old terr itorial road either to 
Toe cremated or die the more merciful 
death from suffocation by the clouds 
of dense -smoke and heat-laden atmos- 
phere 


The nu»ber of corpses already re- 


covered from the blackened waste at 
and around what was Hinckley i.s 150, 
the majority being- women and chil- 
dren %vho had not the strength to fight 
the destroyer or escape by fleeing to a 
place of safety. So far as can be 
learned at this trine from the devastated 
district, the follow ing-towns have been 
destroyed and the following are dead 
in numbers: 


Hinckley, Minn.. 1,000 to 32,000 in- 


habitants; 250 to uOO dead, 500 to COO 
homeless. 


Pokegama, Minn , next station south- 


Cornell university. The trustees of 
this institution had invested over 
$1.000,000 in the burned pine lands. 
As is often the case in times of peril to 
~ large number of people, many go to 
itheir deaths because others lead and the 
leaders do not follow the fetfe path. 
Survivors of the Hinckley holocaust 
Kay that over ?00 of those who per- 
ished in flames or smoke might have 
saved their lives if they had iept away 
from the river. Scores of bodies were 
found on the roadside as well as on the 
railroad tracks. Smoke, fire or ex- 
haustion had overtaken them in their 
race for life. And the half of the hor- 
rors caused by this calamity to a pros- 
perous people has apparently not been 
told. 
The sending of relief trains and pro- 


visions, besides other necessities of ex- 
istence in a homeless community, and 
physicians supplied with things for the 
injured, was commenced with com- 
mendable promptness aod on a liberal 
scale by the citizens of Duluth, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, Chippewa Falls, 
Superior, St. Cloud ttnd other cities. 
Trying to Rearh the Scene of tlie Holo- 
cawt. 


ST. Ci.orn, Minn , Sept 3.— The first 


report of the terrible loss, of life at 
Hinckley v, as receded here early this 
morning from Pineville, and a message 
to the (irc<it Northern officials here 
said that Hinckley had been burned, 
the Northern roundhouse being the 
only building lelt, and that thirty 
lives had been lost. At noon a second 
telegram placed the number at nearly 
SOO, and n ord was also received to be 
prepared to render assistance. 


The Great Northern is doing all in its 


power to reach the fire-stricken town. 
Ever since yesterday afternoon work 
trains have been engaged in rebuilding 
burned bridges, and all the men that 
can be used are being rushed to the 
front. 
But three large bridges are 


down. 


At 0 o'clock "the road is clear to a 


point four miles west of 
Morand, 


within about fifteen miles of Hinckley, 
but officials do not expect to get into 
Hinckley 
until 
to-morrow.

thought here that the town will be 
reached quicker from Pine City. The 
scenes at the front, where the work- 
trains, are engaged, are frightful. One 
crew of men reported that they saw 
the flames sweeping down on a house 
close to the track. The place was 
enveloped in fire before the people 
could escape.

powerless to render any assistance, al- 
though they were so close that they 
could hear the people screaming as 
they were being cremated

About a dozen persons, ac-

rivers are still raging torrents of 
water.

that great expanse of 


flooded country there are few high 
spots winch were not reported covered 
by water ;>irl the places of safety ara 
crowded w'th mc>n, women and chil- 
dren and live stock. 


It is thought there must have been 


great destruction of property and life 
south of the Southern Pacific track for 
a distance of 200 miles in the vallejs of 
the swollen streams. 
These valleys 


are thickly settled with prosperous 
farmers and ranchers. In the valloy 
of the Leona river alone it is, estimated 
that the

A numlier of 
private dispatches were received here 
yesterday, however, giving more de- 
tails as to the situation there 


The Leona river has subsided several 


feet, and its great destrnctiveness is 
beginning to make itself apparent. 
The part of the town which was flooded 
is completely devastated, scarcely a 
house remaining standing, and the es- 
cape of all but six people from the flood 
is looked upon now as almost mirac- 
ulous. The homeless and destitute 
families are being provided for as best 
the limited means of the people who 
were not caught in the deluge will per- 
mit.

given shelter.

Death of Ki-Gov. Bnmnol J. Klrkwood, of 


Old Agr. 


DES MOINEB. la., Sept. 2.—Samuel J. 


Kirkwood, Iowa's famous war gov- 
ernor, died at his home in Iowa City 
at 1-15 yesterday afternoon. Death re- 
sulted from old age 
He was 81 years 


old, and had been feeble for several 
years. 


Gov. 
Kirkwood was greatly beloved 


in Iowa, and during recent years party 
lines have been bound together in do- 
ing him honor. He was born in Mary- 
land, but removed to Mansfield, O., in 
early life, where he practiced law and 
was a member of the state senate and 
constitutional convention. 


He came to Iowa in 185r>, and im- 


mediately took an active part in the af- 
fairs of the state. He was elected to 
the state senate the next year and be- 
came the repulican leader. In 18VJ he 
was elected governor, defeating Gen. 
Augustus C. Dodge, the democratic 
candidate. The war opened during his 
term, and he responded promptly with 
Iowa's quota of troops. 


He was re-elected governor in 1862 


and served another two years. He 
served in the United States senate in 
18«; and 1807 filling the anexpired 
term of Senator Ilarlan. He then re- 
tired to private life until 1875 when he 
was again elected governor, but re- 
signed in 1877 to go to the senate again 
by election. H£ served four years in 
the senate and then entered President 
Garfield's cabinet as secretary of the 
interior. After the death of the presi- 
dent he returned to private life.
